Aaserioaa RrpoM lcanisai. 


The results growing out of the recent 
Presidential election in Mexico and the manner 
In which the Mexican Congress will deal with 
the question of the choice of a successor to 
President Juarez are the severest tests to 
which the republic can be put. 
In this m atter 
they will settle for themselves, before the eyes 
of the whole world, whether they are a people 
fit for free government. W hatever the majority 
of the Mexicau people may think to the con­ 
trary, and however arbitrary or wrong may 
have been mauy of bis acts, Juarez was the 
best executive the country haa had in very 
many years. 
It is doubtful if General Diaz 
can govern half so long or half so well. 
Tha 
administration of the government in Mtxico is 
no easy task under the most favorable circum­ 
stances; but when the President has the 
enmity of a large and powerful faction like 
any one of the three existing parties in that 
country the diOiouUies of his position are 
largely increased. 
Should Congress re-elect 
Juarez it will do so with the certainty that bis 
rtile will be a strong one; should Diaz bo 
chosen it la doubtful if the Juarez faction can 
be controlled to preserve the peace. 
In any 
event a crisis is certain, and it is donbtfnl it it 
can be passed in safety. 
The history of the Spanish-Amerlcan repub­ 
lics has not been cheering to the friends of 
republican liberty. 
A chronic state of disor­ 
der, rendered more vivid by frequent and 
bloody revolutioua, has been the condition of 
all of them, and more especially of Mexico than 
of the others. 
presidents have been 
dictators and their dictators tyrants. 
A few 
bold and reckless adventurers could at any 
time find a suflficient number of followers to 
overturn the government of a State and para­ 
lyze the industry of the people. 
Absolute 
peace never prevails in any of them. 
Mexico 
is now as free from internal commotions as at 
any time in her history, and yet the news from 
that country brings us constant reports of the 
jirogress of the war in Guerrero, and only a 
few days ago our special correspondent sent 
us full details of the assault and capture of 
Tampico. 
Before many months there may bo 
two rival presidents m arshalling hostile ar­ 
mies against each other and distracting the 
country by feuds unworthy of the republic. 
We hope Cor a better state of affairs, and yet 
we cannot close our eyes to the fact that 
another civil war is one of the contingencies ot 
the approaching crisis. 
The Spanlsh-American republics are repub­ 
lics only in 
name. 
N either 
the 
people 
nor 
their 
rulers understand the meaning 
of liberty. 
In the eyes 
of both license 
is preferable to law. 
Even in Cuba the repub­ 
lic would have fsUed if left to itself; indeed, 
its failure is to be attributed to the want of 
the true republican feeling among the Cubans. 
Ccspedes or Agramonte, Bembeta or Qae- 
sada was of more consequence in the minds of 
most of their followers than the liberty of 
which the republic and not they was the em­ 
bodiment. 
But this all peoples of Spauish, 
and, indeed, of Latin extraction, fail to under­ 
stand. 
Many of them ardently believe In a 
repnblican form of government, bat nearly all 
of them misconceive its meaning. 
The Ger­ 
man is content with his Emperor, but the 
Em peror knows that it is not in bis power to 
withhold liberty from the people. 
The Eng­ 
lish chafe under their limited or constitutional 
monarchy, but they know that they have a 
republic in fact if not in name. 
But the 
Cuban, the South American, the Mexican 
clings to the name of the republic, but only to 
verify the old fable of the dog which let fall 
the substance in grasping after the shadow. 
At first bl ush it may seem strange that a 
people who have 
so generally copied after 
the republic of the 
United States should 
utterly fail to receive the great lessons which 
the American republic 
teaches. 
An election 
with them is the signal for disorder, and the 
success of either party the beginning of rev­ 
olution. 
It is to the honor of the American 
people that with us al 1 this is different. 
The 
boat of the most fiery campaign dies away 
when the sun ot election day sinks into the 
west. 
The inauguration of a new President 
is a gala day at the capital, and all parties 
join in it, becanse they recognize the suc­ 
cessful candidate as a candidate no longer, 
but the chief of the nation. 
If the Mexicans 
can do the same thing at this time, peaceably 
inducting the successful candidate into ofBca, 
whether he be Juarez or Diaz, they will have 
gained a victory over themselves, of which 
few people think them capable. 
They have 
every incentive to avoid everything like rcvo- 
luliunary measures, and to accept the deci­ 
sion of Congress, since there was no election 
by tlie people, in the spirit of fairness and 
magnanimity.

Juarez

scarcely have yielded gracefully if Lerdo 
bad been bis successful competitor, but we 
think there can be little doubt that he will be 
ready to give way to Diaz. 
But the whole 
subject is hedged about by many difBcuIties. 
There have been great frauds, it is alleged, 
on both sides. 
Mexican Congressmen are ddI 
always honest, and are willing at any time to 
disobey the will of their constituencies. 
The 
people are impetuous and fiery, but unreason­ 
ing. 
Juarez may be content that be has 
governed his country well for the last five 
years—belter 
than it was ever governed 
before—and Diaz would endeavor to rule fairly 
and honestly. 
The latter will not be true to 
bis record sliould be seek to precipitate revolu­ 
tion in case of the success of Juarez, and 
Juarez will honor Limsalf and his country If 
he commands peace and acquiescence should 
Diaz be succeesful. 
Tills Presidential election in Mexico has an 
interest for the friends of republican liberty 
which no former election in that country ever 
had. 
It takes place after five years of peace 
aud 
comparatively 
good 
government. 
II 
peacefully carried out, whatever its result, it 
is a coatiemnalion of the empire of Maximilian 
and an endorsement of the republic of Juarez. 
And it is more than this—it is the much- 
needed proof that the Mexican people can gov- 
•ro themselves. 
The election of s ITciident 


of the republic without bloodshed and his In­ 
duction into office without an attem pt a t revo­ 
lution would indeed be a cheering sign. 
It 
would be an encouragement to the growth of 
repnblican ideas in Europe, now advancing so 
rapidly and promising such excellent rosnlts. 
It would be the first step towards taking off 
the stigma which attaches to the Spanisb- 
American republics. 
It would be the best and 
strongest evidence that the Mexican people 
are at last learning the meaning of liberty and 
know how to acquiesce in all the couditions of 
a republic. 
These consideratioos give it the 
gravest importance and advance it to a ques­ 
tion of the first magnitude. 
It is the trial of 
republicanwm under the most difficult circum­ 
stances, and if our expectations ara fulfilled— 
if disorder and attem pts at revolution are 
averted—if peace gains her triuraplis in peace, 
it is an event that will be hailed with acclaim 
all over the world.

In the H e r a l d of yesterday we printed the 
greater portion of the speech delivered by 
President Thiers in the National Assembly on 
the occasion of the discussion of the petition 
of the bishops.

situation, and in the moat pointed m anner de­ 
clares that Franco cannot go to war with 
Italy for the purpose of reinstating the Pope 
in bis temporalities. 
But it was not a groat 
speech. 
It revealed neither tha great states­ 
man nor the great philosopher. 
It was the 
speech of a Frenchman who sees in the unifi­ 
cation of Italy and the consolidation of Ger­ 
many nothing of good, because those two groat 
events implied the humiliation of France. 
President Thiers does well in refusing to go to 
war with Ita lj; but think or feel as President 
Thiers may, the thinking men of the present 
and the thinking mon^ of the futuro will per­ 
sist in believing that the unification of Italy 
and the consolidation of Germany^were groat 
gains to the cause of human progress. 
In 
view of these gains the fate of France is a 
m atter of trifling importance. 
Altogether, 
this speech evinces that M. Thiers is too 
much of a Frenchman. 
The world was not 
made for Frenchmen alone. 


Napaleun and KoBcnie. 


We print in another part of the H e r a ld this 
morning three interesting letters relating to 
Ihe past career of the ex-Ecnperor Louis Napo- 
eoD, the position of the Em press during the 
last days of the empire, and the movements 
of the little imperialist party that has of late 
made Chiselhurst its grand centra from which 
to operate tbronghout Europe. 
Checkered 
as has been the early life of the late Emperor 
of France, the facta w'uich are furnished us by 
our correspondent in Paris, and wh ich we pub­ 
lish this morning, will not surprise even those 
best acquainted with the carious career from 
the prison to the palace of the son of Queen 
Hortense. 
The empire, which was raised by 
Louis Napoleon upon the destruction of a 
republic, was destined, as it subsequently 
appeared, to pass away and have its place 
supplied by a republic more liberal than that 
which was abolished by the empire of Louis 
Napoleon. 
In a letter from Chiselhurst, addressed by 
the Empress to a friend, we have Eugenie’s 
own defence of herself against the attack 
of General Troclm in 
the National As­ 
sembly. 
The 
General's 
explanations, 
as 
viewed by Eugéníe, are not only weak, ungal- 
lant and inaccurate, but deceptive. 
He be­ 
trayed the republic as well as the empire, 
according to the Empress, and had he the 
courage, force and ability he might have been 
able to have prevented the revolution of the 
4th of September. 
It was this very revolu­ 
tion which nullifled the intervention of foreign 
Powers in the cause of France. 
H ad the Re­ 
gency been maintained and Paris remained 
faithful to the empire, intervention was sure to 
have followed the disaster at Sedan. 
This is 
the philosophy of the letter of her ex-Majesty. 
Certain Powers, she says, were pledged to in­ 
tervention, but the revolution of September 
nullified every arrangem ent that bad been en­ 
tered into. 
In another letter from Chiselhurst we are 
enabled to see that m atters do not proceed 
very amicably among the imperial exiles. 
Prior to the ejections there was a stir in the 
little C ourt; everything seemed to work har­ 
moniously, the 
ex-Emperor 
and Em press 
were on apparently the 
most 
affectionate 
terms, and hope, faint as it was, that the good 
days of the empire were not forgotten by the 
French people cheered the hours of the im­ 
perial party. 
The elections came and the 
dream passed away. 
Hope disappeared and 
dissensions arose. 
Seeing that the crown 
of France had passed away from the Bona- 
partes, Eugenie desired to go to Spain, and 
Louis Napoleon, who never liked Spain or the 
Spaniards, looked to Switzerland for a haven of 
rest. A t last Eugénle carried the day, and the 
jewels are about, if they have not been al­ 
ready, to be eacrifioed to secure for the ex- 
Eojpre.ss of France an estate outside of Madrid. 


R iot in Dublin. 


According to our special despatch from 
Dublin, a terrible rU*i. took place in that city 
yesterday. 
It was caused by the attem pt to 
hold a meeting in favor of an amnesty for the 
Fenian prisoners, in spite of the prohibition of 
the authorities. The demon.stratlon acquired a 
special signillcunce by the fact that it was led 
by a member of Parliament ao-l several ed­ 
itors of Dublin journals. 
It was no more 
rioting of a mob. 
The crowd assembled be­ 
fore the Viceregal residence and assumed a 
very threatening 
attitude. 
Mr. 
Haw, 
the 
Superintendent 
of 
the 
Dublin 
police, 
ascended 
the 
step.s 
of 
the 
Wellington 
Monument, 
in 
front 
of the 
palace, 
and 
ordered the crowd to disperse; but he was 
seized, hurled down and terribly ill-treated by 
the mob. 
This was :he signal for a furious 
charge by the police. 
The crowd was equally 
furious in resisting the attack. 
Over a hun­ 
dred wounded, many of whom latally injured, 
were taken to the hospitals. 
The military 
were held in readiness, but fortunately were 
not called upon to Interfere.

Bo«le>M iicb. Il-S m ytb. 
The Rev. Wüliam U. Boole, pastor of the 
Beekman Hill Methodist Episcopal church, 
whose sermon on municipal corruption, de­ 
livered last evening, will be found in auothor 
column. Is a New Yorker. 
Reared in this 
city and working at a mechanical occupa­ 
tion here, he was brought to the know­ 
ledge of the truth as it is in Jesus, and was 
fortunate enough to have a brother in office at 
the time who was able to provide a suitable 
college education for him, and thus enabled 
him to enter the m inistry of the Church through 
whose instrumentality ho was brought to Christ. 
In appearance (side face especially) and stylo 
he very much resem bles Henry Ward Beecher, 
and, like the latter, he says bold things in a 
bold way, and whether imitatively or natu­ 
rally this style is acceptable to pronjiscuous 
congregations and gives him great popularity 
among them. 
Mr. Boole is yet a young man, 
and evidently—judging by bis words and 
deeds— a man of great faith, for after the ex­ 
citement connected with the “ Wickedest Man" 
Water street revival bad abated and that 
scheme was shown to have had no religious 
basis, and the neighborhood and the work was 
delivered over to Satan as the rightful sove­ 
reign, Mr. Boole made the m atter a subject of 
prayer, and, unaided, ho returned to Water 
street, hired a mission with his own money 
and has kept it going with great success ever 
since. 
Three or 
four dens in its imme­ 
diate vicinity have sinco succumbed to its 
influence and been closed, and some of the 
proprietors 
have handed 
over unexpircd 
leases to Mr. Boole and taken refuge in bis 
Home for Women, which has become so well 
and widely known that unfortunates seek it now 
voluntarily. 
He has naver takon collections, 
nor asked publicly for money to carry on this 
work, and very rarely in public addresses or 
through the press made known its condition 
and w ants; 
and yet, in answer to prayer, 
money has come from ail parts of the city and 
country to sustain the mission. 
A more inter­ 
esting sight is rarely witnessed than to see a 
score or a hundred Magdalena on the Sab­ 
bath 
or week 
day 
seated 
in 
the little 
chapel singing the songs of the redeemed, 
and* to hear them testifying, as did others of 
old, that “Jesus Christ hath power on earth 
to forgive sins.” 
It is well worth a visit, and 
many Christian men and women love to spend 
an hour with them 
now, though they would 
scafcely pass near the 
place a year ago. 
There is no more interested spectator of this 
work in all the city than the father of Rev. 
Mr. Boole, an aged patriarch, whose joy 
at 
beholding 
a son 
in 
the 
ministry 
be 
could at one time 
scarcely restrain. 
What a mighty difference sometimes exists in 
members of one family! 
Here is a man taken 
from the workshop to the pulpit, and yonder 
his brother taken from almost the pinnacle of 
political power in this city to an untimely 
grave. 
The one lives to serve God and hu­ 
manity. the other served himself and the 
world. 
The former has been exalted by bis 
Master, the latter was cast down and despised 
by us. 
And therein lies the difference be­ 
tween the service of God and the service of 
the world, the flesh and the devil. 
The Rev. David Mitchell, paStor of the 
Canal Street Presbyterian church, is a Scotch­ 
man, with a very full, broad accent. 
H e is 
a young man, of dark complexion, deep voice 
and clear enunciation. 
He usually reads bis 
sermons from m anuscript. 
They are not re- 
markable either as theological, philosophical 
or scientific productions; 
but they contain 
generally a good share of practical common 
sense and instniction in the duties of every­ 
day life, as they relate to God and to our 
fellow-men. 
Yesterday, preparatory to his 
vacation, 
Mr. 
Mitchell 
discoursed 
on 
“ quiet resting places,” urging the necessity 
for ministers and all brain-workers to take 
recreation—somothing more than sleep, in 
bis opinion, as in our own, being necessary to 
keep up the brilliancy of thonght, the pun­ 
gency of expression and the enthusiasm ot the 
writer or public speaker. 
The superficial 
and fictitious life of fashionable society was 
also presented, and contrasted with the real 
laborers, and though from the former we 
might think that life is nothing but a painted 
show, if we dig deep enough we shall find 
a glowing, 
healthy 
current, 
a 
brilliant, 
glittering 
stream 
of purc-st water, 
upon 
which the sun shines dowa with bright efful­ 
gence. 
These are the real workers of society. 
Mr. Mitchell and his church have up-hill 
work to perform in their present location. 
The six days' influence for evil which G reene 
street is favored with cannot be overcome or 
counteracted by the seventh day’s Influence 
for good which this little cbnrch and its 
neighbors may exert. 
Commerce has driven 
the congregation from Canal street already, 
and it threatens ere long to drive it from its 
present location also. 
The Rev. Charles B. Smyth, whose kindness 
toward a couple of reporters who accepted 
bis hospitality and then defamed bis charac­ 
ter several months ago brought him into iiaeo- 
viuble 
notoriety, 
preached 
yesterday 
on 
“ Libarties of America” and defamation of 
character. 
Mr. Smyth is, perhaps, the only 
minister in the city who rightly deserves the 
name of a sensationalist. 
No public event, 
social, political, accidental or culpable, escapes 
his notice, but is made the theme of bis dis­ 
courses. The riot of the 12tb of July has already 
occupied his time and attention for two Sab­ 
baths at least, and perhaps more, and we 
dare say the Westfield explosion will give him 
material for two or tlxree more. 
If we were 
regular attendants upon his ministry wc should 
like and expect a change of theme sometimes. 
Alter what has been said and written upon the 
Orange riot it does seem to us that the peo­ 
ple—Christian and heathen—are pretty well 
posted on the merits of the case in every 
phaSe 
and 
particular, 
and

might 
be 
w.'ll 
if 
Mr. 
Smyth 
would

The BxZeaalM af the Galf B tn M . 


Few snbjcctz of zcientiflo reaearoh have 
lately assumed so much Interest as the sea. 
The recent expeditions, having in view the 
exploration of its before unfatbomed depths, 
have stripped the ocean of the veil of mystery 
which once overhung it aud have given us 
glimpses of its marvellous and mighty ma­ 
chinery doing its silent and ceaseless work. 
Among the most important contributions to 
marine science yet Issued from the American 
press is a late volume entitled “ Papers on the 
Eastern and Northern Extensions of the Gulf 
Stream ," a translation of the German papers 
of Dr. Petermann, Dr. "Yan Freeden and Dr. 
A. MUhry, by Captain R. H. Wyman, of our 
Ilydr jgraphic Offiae. This publication is a per­ 
fect tr:^asury of Gulf Stream literature, and will 
doubtless give a now impulse to the settlement 
of the great problem of its circulation. 
We 
have already alluded to the remarkable theory 
advanced by some geographers that this great 
“ river in the ocean,” after emerging from 
the Florida Pass, gradually loses its velocity 
and parts with its heat so r.ipidly that, on 
reaching the middle Atlantic, in longitude forty 
degrees west of Greenwich, it ceases to bo 
a sensible current of the ocean. 
This view 
was first seriously and respectably endorsed 
before the Geographical Society of London by 
Mr. A. G. Findlay, in a paper read in 18GD. 
The author of this paper contended that 
England was In no way indebted for its clim ate 
to the Gulf Stream, and reasoned t'aat the 
latter stream, after passing Florida, moved in 
such a small volume and with snch diminished 
velocity that it would require one or two 
years to cross over to the British shores, 
during which tima it would cool down to the 
ordinary sea temperature. 
The assumption 
was then ma ie that the English climate is due 
to the westerly winds. 
Mr. Findlay made a 
poor impression on the London Society, but his 
hypothesis has recently been revived by its ywosi 
recognition in the publications of Dr. Carpenter. 
The subject is one of vast importance, and 
there are some striking facts which modern 
science affords, which go far toward giving a 
quietus to Mr. Findlay and all who have 
repeated him. 


No Uw (jfjihysics is better established, (as 
liM Tong ago T>een mathematically demon­ 
strated, ) than that all rotating bodies have their 
velocity increased the nearer they approach 
the axis of rotation, 
and 
versa. 
A 
planet, when in its perihelion, being nearer 
the axis of planetary rotation, is accelerated; 
but in its aphelion it is retarded. 
The upper 
currents of trade wiads which move toward 
the 
northeast 
have, 
in 
strict 
obedience 
to 
this 
law, 
been 
often 
observed 
to 
blow 
with 
great 
force 
when 
they 
have reached the icc-clad summits of the 
Peak of Teneriffe and the volcano of Mauna 
Loa, both near the tropic of C ancer; while 
the return or surface trade winds, which near 
the same tropic move toward the Equator 
with great freshness, gradually die away and 
become “ the gentle trades” ere they have 
reached the t<>ath degree of latitude. 
It is 
even demonstrable that every projectile mov­ 
ing in the northern hemisphere has a tendency 
to bear to the right, and, as it approaches 
higher latitudes, 
to 
iooreass 
its 
speed. 
It is precisely for these reasons that the ar­ 
gument of Mr. Findlay and Dr. Carpenter 
does not apply to the Gulf Stream. 
The im­ 
pulse it receives from the earth’s 
rotation 
would continually heighten its speed and give 
it a torrential velocity but for the resistance 
it encounters from polar currents. Were there 
no other grounds for the final abandonment of 
Mr. Findlay’s view this would bo quite suffi­ 
cient. 
Dr. 
Carpenter 
thinks 
the warm 
climate of England is due to a flow of warm 
w ater from the Equator distinct from the Gulf 
Stream. 
But the oceanio observations of re- 
ceat date enforce the consideration which we 
have just drawn from the mechanics of the 
earth. 
That the Gulf Stream actually bathes 
the shores of Britain and Norway, and even 
penetrates the Arctic Ocean, through the chan­ 
nel between Nova Zembla and Spitzbergen, Is 
capable of irresistible proof. 


The most careful observations of the Scot­ 
tish Meteorological Society, extending through 
many years, show that the winter tem pera­ 
tures of Shetland and London arc, respectively, 
thirty-nine degrees and thirty-seven degrees. 
If they had the climate usual in their latitudes 
the winter climate of London would be only 
seventeen degrees and Shetland’s would 
bo 
only three degrees. 
Shetland’s is, therefore, 
thirty-six 
degrees 
and 
London’s twenty 
degrees above the tem perature due to lati­ 
tude. 
If England 
gets its 
mild climate 
from some flow of tropical water distinct from 
and independent of the Gulf Stream, as Dr. 
Carpenter supposes, London, which is farther 
south than Shetland, should, in the nature of 
things, first receive the 
benefit of 
snch 
a tropical flow, 
and 
benca 
be 
warmer 
than Shetland. 
But the reverse is true. 
Moreover, it is a most rem arkable fact that 
the monthly isothermal lines for Ireland in 
winter strictly conform to the old and yet 
nnshaken belief that the Gulf Stream washes 
the shores of Western and 
Northwestern 
Europe. 
The “ Emerald Isle” is enveloped 
with the folds of the isothermal lines, which 
increase in warmth from the centre of the 
island ontward to the ocean. 
The deviation 
of these lines from their normal position is 
greater from their east and west direction. 
This points out most clearly nod emphatically 
that the great source of beat from which the 
climate of Great Britain derives its warmth 
is in the west, and hence from the Gulf 
Stream. 


The late Swedish expedition under Torrel 
found itlgh up at Shoal Point, within the A rc­ 
tic Ocean, much drift m atter, and especially a 
well-preserved West Indian bean. 
This bean, 
they reported, “ carried by the Gulf Stream 
across the Atlantic Ocean, is frequently thrown 
on the coast of Norway, and, In this instance, 
offers the best proaf that the G alf Stream also 
reaches the north coast of Spitzbergen.” 
It is 
also well known that the camphor woods and 
fragrant trees of China and Japan are con­ 
stantly drilted to the Aleutian Islands by the 
Pacific Gulf Stream, called the Japan Stream. 
We gladly appreciate the labors and invalu­ 
able Investigations of such men as Dr. Carpen­ 
ter; but. In common with some of hi.s scien­ 
tific fellow-countrymen, ho soems prejudiced 
agaiusl receiving any tMincfils from this side of 
the water. 
Until, however, they can reverse 
the rotation of Iho eartli those English sanans 
gaonvt diaprovo tUo tlmo-U'jaoi;cd dogtriae qf 


the effloaoy and northeastward extension of th 4 
G ulf Stream. 
We shoold not have discussed the subject so 
fully bat that it is of great importance in 
itself, and now that, In this country, wif ^^•e, 
through our storm signal service, seeking \a 
unravel the mysteries of the 
atmospherio 
ocean (an effort upon which so many interests 
depend); and this can be best done by ascor- 
tainiag the less obscure and more obvious 
movements of the denser and liquid ocean.

The God in whom

up to the average of Intelligence.” Mr. Boola 
also volunteered a pledge that he would not 
accept for bis church either one dollar or ton 
thousand from the “ men of the ri.ig.’’

IKPORTED PESTILEICE. 


Cholera and Yellow Fever—The Former on Ita 
Wer.ward Way-The Qnarantine Officials 
Keacly to Meet and Fight It-The 
Yellow Fever from the South. 


In view of the serious nature of tho despatches 
received from Europe within tho past few daya la 
regard to the sm ead of the cholera and of Its hav- 
ing made its app<-arance at Hull, England, a H e r a ld 
reporter was despatched to obtain the upmlon of tbe 
cQlclals at quarantine and also what preparailous 
were being made to resist u If It should come. 
Tho Health umeer entertained the opinion that if 
It should arrive it would not be before next Novem­ 
ber or next spring, and that the preparations now 
being made wonld be found sutUctenUy ample in 
case of necessity to keep li from the city. 
The engineer ana CominlsHloncrs of Qnaraiitino 
had received oruers to erect temporary bulldmgs at 
tne upper of the two islands at Lower Quaraiuine 
for the accommodation of those who are not sick, 
but who have been exposed to the disease cither upon 
the voyage or at the port from which they came, on 
the hospital ship Illinois there are accommodations 
lor 150 or 200 patients, wluch will be used for those 
suffering from the dLsease. 
It is now occupied only 
by Dr. Macartney, the boarding oiUcer, and tiio 
crew; it was thoronghly overhauled lost winter and 
Is kept In the neatest order. Thase who may ho 
taken sick will also be placed In the West Hank Hos­ 
pital, on the lower island, where there can he ac- 
comiuoUated •¿.‘>0 more patients. 
Everything here is 
kept scrupulously clean and in perfect order. 
As soon as the telegraph announces the appear­ 
ance ot cholera in any port on the other side vessels 
aiTlving from those 
INFECTE» rOUTS 
will he detained at Lower Qnarantlne, about ton 
maos from the city, while the slightest vestige of 
the disease remains, and then their clothes aud bag­ 
gage will bo rtioro'ngliTy cleansed and fumigated be­ 
fore they will he allowed to come up to the city. 
Experience shows that where the passengers are 
S3 detained there is but little danger of tbe dLsease 
apt calling. Vessels cun be so completely distnfecicd 
as to prevent the carrying of tho dLsease alter they 
have beeu relieved from t/uarauiiue. The cholera 
poison Is completely de.siroyed and vessels have re­ 
embarked their passengers after such fumigation 
aud nothing serious has lollowod. 
Homo idea of the advantages derived from Quar­ 
antine may lie obtained uy examining iiio lollow- 
ing ilgiire.s taken from orilclal data. In 1832 2;i ca.ses 
were detained at Quarantine and there were 3,512 
deaths in the city; in 1,S4«, 230 cases were at Quar­ 
antine and 5,071 died in the city; In 1854, the au­ 
thorities had 415 persona suffering from tlie disease. 
While in tho city there were 2,509 deaths from tne 
epidemic; 608 cases were placed in the hospital at 
West Bank, while 1,210 deaths took place In the city. 
The authorities keep a conunued surveillance over 
the details ot the department. One fuel shows that 
out or 110,000 emigrants visiting this port dunng tho 
last three months not a single case of disease waa 
allowed to pass into tho city. 
In place of carrying passengers aronnd in open 
boats, us formerly, they have now at their disposal 
two tug boats, one to carry patients and the other to 
ufford the Health Gfflcer expeditious commumcatlon 
between Upper Quarantine and New York. 
From June 1 until November i the pilots are fur- 
ulsned with cards coiitaiulug the names of ail lu- 
lectcd ports where 
YELLOW FEVER 
rages, and are directed to take the vessel to Lower 
Quarantine and remain on board until the vessel has 
beeu boarded by the Health Oillccr. 
When the reprc-iontaiive of the Her a ld visited the 
West Bank there were thirty vessels of all kinds an­ 
chored near the hospital ship which had arrived 
from some of the South American or West Indian

clares that France cannot go to war with 
Italy far the purposa of reinstatiag the Pope 
ia hia tamporalities. But it was not a great 
speech. It revealed neither the great states- 
man nor tas great philosopher. It was the 
speech of a Frenchman who sees in the unifi- 
cation of Italy and the consolidation of Ger- 
many nothing of good, because those two- great 
events implied fee humiliation of France. 
President Thiers does wall in refusing to go to 
war with Italy; bnt think or feel as President 
Thiers may, the thinking men of the present 
and the thinking man of the future vrill psr- 
sist in believing that the anlSsation of Italy 
and the consolidation of Germany were great 
gsias to the cause of human progress. In 
view of these gains the fot* of France fa a 
matter of trifling importance; 
Altogether, 


this speech evinces that M. Thiers is too 
mnch of a Frenchman. The world was not 
made for Frenchmen alone. 


At first W osh it may seem strange that a 


people who have 
go generally copied after 


the republic of the United States should 
utterly fail to receive the great lessons which, 
the American, republic tenches. An election 
with them is the signal.for disorder, and tha 
Bncceftg of either party the beginning of rev- 
elution. It is to the honor of the American 
people that with us all this is different. The 
beat of the most fiery campaign dies away 
when the sun of election, day sinks into the 
west. The inaugnratian of a new President 
is a gala day at tho-capital, and all parties 
join in it, because they recognise the anc- 
ceseful candidate as a candidate no longer, 
but tbe cWef of lhe= nation. If the Mexicans 
can do the same thing at this time, peaceably 
inducting the successful candidate into omce, 
whether be be Juarex or Diaa, they will havo 
gained a victory over themselvea, of which 
fewpeople think them capable. They have 
every incentive to avoid everything like revo- 
lutionary measures, and to'accept the deci- 
sion of CoDjjreas, since there waa "DO election 
by the people, ia the spirit of fairness and 
magnanimity. 


It is not yet certain that President Juarez 


has fuilcd of re-election, bnt tbe chances are 
decidedly against him. It is a matter of con- 
graiulition that in no event can Lerdo claim 
to succeed him. The latter Is a demagogue of 
ihe worst type—a politician, like BO many others 
in the Spanish-American republics, who is 
constantly plotting to advance himself at the 
expense 
of hia country. 
Jwarez 
would 


scarcely have yielded craeefnUy f Lerdo 
had been bis successful competitor, bnt we 
think there can be littla doubt that ha will be 
ready to give way to Diaz. But the whole 
subject is hedged about by many difficulties. 
There have been great frauds, It ia alleged, 
on both Bides. Mexican Congressmen are not 
always honest, and are willing at any time to 
disobey the will of their constituencies. The 
people are impetuous and fiery, bnt unreason- 
ing. Juarez may be content that he has 
governed his country well for the last five 
ytars—better than it was ever governed 
before—and Diaz would endeavor to rule fairly 
and honestly. Tbe latter will not be true to 
his record should he seek to precipitate revolu- 
tion In case of too HUCCRM of Juarez, and 
Juarez will honor himself and his country If 
he commands pence and acquiescence should 
Diar, be successful.

Kiot in Dublin. 


According to our special despatch 


Dublin, ft terrible riot took place in that city 
yesterday. It was caused by the attempt to 
hold a meeting in favor of an amnesty for the 
Fenian prisoners, in spite of the prohibition of 
the authorities. Ths demonstration acquired a 
special significance by the fact that it wan led 
by a member of Parliament and several ed- 
itors of Dublin journals. It was no mere 
rioting of a mob. The crowd assembled bo- 
fore tho Viceregal residence and assumed a 
very threatening attitude.

The- Kev. William H. Boole, pastor of ths 


Bsakmaa Hill Mjthodigt Episcopal church, 
whose sermon on muiicipal corruption, de- 
livered last cveniug, will be found in another 
column, is a N^w Yorker. Reared in this 
city and working at a meehanicil occupa- 
tion hera, he was brought to the know- 
ledge of the troth as it is in Jaaua, and was 
fortunate enough to have a brother in office at 
the time who was able to provide a suitable 
college education for him, aud thus enabled 
him to enter tho ministry of ths Church through 
whose instrumentality he was brought to Christ. 
In appearance (s'de face especially) and style 
he very maoh resembles Hsnry Ward Baecber, 
and, lilte the latter, he says bold things in a 
bold way, and whether imitatirely or natu- 
rally this style is acceptable to promiscuous 
congregations and gives him great populirity 
amcm^ them. Mr. Boole ia yet a young man, 
and evidently—judging by his words and 
deeds—a man of great faith, for afcer the ex- 
citement connected with the "Wickedest Man" 
Water street 'revival had abated and that 
scheme was shown to hare had no religious 
basis, and the neighborhood and the work was 
delivered over to Satan as the rightful sove- 
reign, Mr. Boole made the matter a subject of 
prayer, and, unaided, he returned to Water 
street, hired a mission with his own money 
and has Kept it going with great success erer 
Since.

A more inter- 
esting sight is rarely witneaasd than to see a 
score or a hundred Magdatens on the Sab- 
bath or week day seated In the little 
chapel singing tbe soa?s of the redeemed, 
and to hear them testifying, as did othera of 
old, that "Jesus Christ hath power on esrth 
to forgive sins." It is well worth a visit, and 
many Christian men »ad women love to spend 
an hour with them now, though they would 
scarcely pass near the place a year ago.

marine science yet issued from the Amoru-aa 
press is a late volume entitled "Papers on the 
Eastern and Northern Extensions of the Gulf 
Stream," a translation of the German papers 
of Dr, Petermnnn, Dr. Van Frosdea and Dr. 
A. MUhry, by Captain R. H. Wyman, of our 
Hydragraphic Oflbe. This publication is a per- 
fect treas-iry of Gulf Stream literature, and will 
doubtless giva a now impulse to the settlement 
of the great problem of its oircnlation. W« 
hare already *a!luile3 to the remarkable theory 
advanced by goaie geographers that this great 
"river in the ocean," after emerging from 
the Florida Pass, gradually loses ita velocity 
and parts with its heat so ripidly that, on 
reaching the middle Atlantic, inlongitatld forty- 
degrees west of Greenwich, it oeasos to bs 
a lensibla current of t'ua ocein. Taii vi*w 
was first seriously and respectably endorsed 
before the Geo2r,tphioal Society ot Loado* by 
Mr. A. G. Findlay, in a pap'ar read in 1869. 
The author of this paper contended that 
England was Ia no way indebted for ita climate 
to the Gulf Stream, and reasoned that the 
latter stream, aftar passing Florida, moved in 
sueh a small volume and with such diminished 
velocity taat it would require one or two 
years to cross orer to the British shores, 
during which time it would cool domi to tha 
ordinary sea temperature. 
The assumption 


was then male that the English climate is due 
to the westerly wind*. Mr. Findlay made a 
poor impression on theLandon Society, but his 
hypothesis has recently been revived by its quasi 
recognition in the publication* of Dr. Carpenter. 
The subject ia one of vast importance, and 
there ara some striking facts wuich modern 
science affords, which go far toward giving a 
quietM to Mr. Findlay aa<l all who havfr 
repeated him.

tish Meteorological Society, extending vhrough 
many years, show that the winter tempera- 
tures of Shetland and London are, reipeelively, 
thirty-nine degree! and thirty-seven degrees. 
If they had the climate usual iu their latitudes 
the winter climate of London would bo only 
seventeen degrees and Shailaud'i would be 
only three degrees. Shetlaud's is, therefore,

tude. 
If England gets its mild climata 


from some flow of tropical water tLatiaat from 
and independent of the Gulf Stream, as Dr. 
Carpenter supposes, London, which ia farther 
south than Shetland, ahonld, in t'ue nature of 
thinga, first receive the 
Iwuefit of inch 


a tropical flow, and hence b8 warmar 
than Shetland. 
But the reverse Is true. 


Moreover, h ia a most remarkable fact thai 
tho monthly Isothermal lines for Ireland in 
winter strictly conform to the old and yet 
nnshakan belief that the Gulf Stream wa»he» 
the shores of Western and Northwesters 
Europe. The "Emerald lalo" is enveloped 
with tbe folda of the isothermal lines, which 
increase In warmth from the contra of tho 
island outward to the ocean. The deviation 
of these lines from their normal position U 
greater from their east and west direction. 
This points out most clearly and emphatically 
that the great source of heat from which the 
cHm<its of Great Britain derives its w»rmth 
is in the west, and hence from the Gulf 
Stream,

found high up at Shoal Point, rithin tha Arc- 
tic Ocean, much drift matter, aa<J especially a 
well-preserved West Icidian bbAn.
